Kydd’* Treasure Found. 


From the N. Y. Ile : ald. 


For two hundred yearn every man, woman 
and child speaking or understanding the Eng­ 
lish language has beard of the livid pirate 
Captain Kidd, or "Kydd,” us the name is fur­ 
red ly spelled. 
Those who have heard of him have heard of 
him iii connection with terrible deeds of pil­ 
lage, blood and outrace. Kydd, “ as he sailed, 
us he sailed,” was a london cockney, I Mini, as 
far as the records tell, als,ut the year IGI#, 
when Eurojie, from Gibraltar to Moscow, was 
in dire trouble, 
lie was a sailor of the seas 
fron» youth, and al an early ago had command 
of one of those old, heuvily-jH opcd East India. 
men that Turner, iii his fiery sketches, made 
immortal. 
His skill iii seaxanship brotel,t 
his name before tho English nation as ii told, 
daring and successful navigator, and at t hat 
time William, Prince of Orange, aho sat on 
the throne of England, with bis inherent Dutch 
thrift and desire to make a little money, 
through the agency of his Privy Council, or- 
ganged an association, of which ho was one 


of the principal shareholders to put d“ W«. ■

Island Sound, Kill von Kull, Hudson River or 
Staten Island Sound that lins not inherited a 
belief that the fumed pirate had buried a ]>or- 
tion of his hard dollars or pieces of “ i igbf’ on 
returning from his numerous voyages. 
The 
treasure actually recovered by the Earl of Bel- 
lamont from Kvdd's vessel amounted to 738 
ounces of gold, 847 ounces of silver and s?v- 
erul bags of precious stone.! and silver and 
gold ornaments, amounting at that time, in 
all, to the enormous sum of £2,000,000. 
Yesterday the news was ll ished all over the 
land by telegraph that a considerable sum of

had been found midway in Staten Hand Sound, 
between the estuary of that sticam, which is 
at Newark Ray, and tile point where U de­ 
bouches into the Raritan Bay and River. 
Staten Island Sound Is navigable for rosed* of 
the largest tonnage, with the exception of a place 
at the up|»er end, where there is a sand bur. 
Hie depth cf water Is from twelve to eighteen 
feet, and the stream which averages a quarter 
of a mile in width, is flanked by salt meadows 
on the north shore of Staten Island and on the 
Jersey shore for the entire length of the stream, 
a distance of twenty-one miles. 
The Philadel­ 
phia propellers and other steamboat* from New 
York city, Perth Amboy, Keyport and ether 
places, pass this way. 
The Sound is also frequented by oyster boats, 
the fishermen who own them being engaged iii 
dredging for young oysters, which are trans­ 
planted and I tedded in Prince's Hay aud iii the 
Virginia Inlets until they have attained “ oys- 
terhood.”

He visited the Hindoo 
and Mussulman settlements on the Malabar 
coast, aud Allod hi* vessel with gold, disdain­ 
ing ivory and cinnamon; mid be wa* heard of 
to the sorrow of the dweller* in Hispaniola 
aud the spanish Main. 
All thing*, even to 
a freebooter’s ex isteitce, must have ail ©int. 
Kydd had for Iii* crew a most de*|x ratc set of 
acouiidrcls, to whom the name of mercy wa* a 
jest and a st-olf. Kydd ai heart wa* a hum tao 
fellow, ami did not cure to shed blood unneces­ 
sarily. but his officers urged him on. 
It Is 
calculated that iu his short carcer of pirate, 
width lasted nearly five years, he hail forcibly 
taken treasures amounting to twenty million* 
of dollar* of the preteut day. 
There wa* no 
palier money, arid specie wa* carried in enor­ 
mous quantities iu the vessels of that day Ih>- 
tween the OUI ami New Work I*. 
Kydd had 
made an eueniy in the person of the Earl of 
Uellamont, who was Governor of New York 
aud Massachusetts. 
The quarrel was about a 
woman and it lasted six year*. 
For s k years 
Uellamont waited for his foe. 
The pirate had 
a brute on his vessel, a boatswain named 
Moore, who rebelled in Stoughton, und one 
day there was a latter altercation, anil Kydd, 
In hot blood, lifted a water bucket and smote 
the life cut of hi* boatswain. 
Time |(assoil, 
and the Good Adventure galley was captured, 
and Kydd, with the aatifttance of the Earl of 
Uellamont, was hung iu chains, at Execution 
Dock, In hi* own uative city of London, iii tho 
year 1701. 


Kydd, tradition says, was in the habit of de­ 
positing the bulk of his accumulated treasures 
near the city of New York.

number of small coins, evidently eaten away 
with salt water and sand and the wear and 
tear of water. 
On these the single word 
“ H lSPA N JA ” ha* outlasted even the gran­ 
deur of the nation who-© mightiness they ut 
one time typified so well.
